MARKET  REVIEW 

On  February  23  the  Department  rescinded  limitations  on  the  quantity 
of  raw  sugar  that  may  be  imported  from  foreign  countries  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1966.  Previously  800,000  tons  had  been  authorized  and 
this  amount  remains  committed  and  will  be  augmented  by  the  action  of 
February  23.  The  second  quarter  limitation  of  1,000,000  tons  of  raw 
sugar  from  foreign  countries  remains  in  effect. 

A   0.15    cent  per    pound  increase    in  the    wholesale    refined  price  was 
announced    to  be  effective    in  all    territories    at  the  close    of  business, 
February  11.  On  February  14  an  additional  0  .  1  5  cent  increase  was  made 
in  the  Chicago- West   and  Pacific    Coast  territories  and  a  0.10  cent  in- 
crease was  made"  in  the  Gulf.    The  0.  10  cent' increas  e  announced, by  one 
refiner  for  the  Southeast  was  rescinded.  In  the  Chicago-West  territory, 
refiners^  and  beet  sugar  processors  continue  to  take  orders  for  indus - 
trial  sugar  under  contracts  for  shipment  by  March  31  at  prices  in  effect 
before  the   0.30  cent  increase  .However ,  as  of  February  24  the  follow- 
ing were  the  quotations  by  territories:

As  of  February  25  the  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New  York 
was  6.80  cents  per  pound.  The  average  for  February  was  6.9  2  centsand 
for  January-February  1966  the  average  spot  price  of  raw  sugar  was 
6.90  cents  per  pound.  The  average  wholesale  refined  cane  sugar  price 
in  the  Northeast  for  these  two  months  was  10.43  cents  per  pound,  a 
differential  of  3.49  cents.  For  the  same  two  months  in  1965  the  spot 
price  of  raw  sugar  averaged  6.82  cents,  the  refined  price  10.22  cents 
or  a  difference  of  3.40  cents  between  the  raw  and  refined  price.  As  of 
February  25  of  this  year,  the  difference  between  the  two  prices  was 
3.70  cents  per  pound. 
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In  response  to  the  announced  refined  sugar  price  increases,  deliveries 
by  all  primary  distributors  during  the  weeks  ending  February  12  and 
February  19  totaled  219*000  tons  and  201,000  tons  respectively  as  com- 
pared to  155,000  tons  in  the  week  ending  February  5.  As  of  February  5, 
cane  sugar  refiners'  deliveries  were  17,000  tons  above  those  of  the 
previous  year  through  that  date  but  as  of  February  19  refiners'  deliv- 
eries were  122,000  higher  than  those  of  last  year .  Beet  sugar  deliveries 
as  of  February  5  were  84,000  tons  below  those  of  1965  to  the  same  date 
and  by  February  19  were  still  63,000  tons  below  1965  cumulative  deliv- 
eries . 

The  spot  price  for  world  sugar  averaged  2.25  cents  per  pound  during 
February  and  the  January-February  1966  average  was  2.  36  cents  per 
pound  as  compared  with  2.33  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  totaled  164,000  tons  through  February 
13,  1966  as  compared  to     156,000  tons  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
Sugar  recovery  to  date  has  been  considerably  lower  averaging  9.1  per- 
cent this  year  while  last  year  for  the  same  period  it  was  9.9  percent. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  through  February  12,    1966  totaled  43,000 
tons  or  15,000  tons  less  than  last  year  at  that  time. 

Sugar  production  from  the  Florida  crop  totaled  about  370,000  tons  through 
February  18,  1966.  Of  this  pr  oduction  190  ,  000  tons  was  produced  during 
calendar  year  1965  and  the  balance  this  year.

Maine;  and  in  Arizona  provides  for  proportionate 
share  protection  to  farm  operators  if  acreage  re- 
strictions are  in  effect  in  either  1967  or  1968  and 
increases  from  80  to  100  acres  the  maximum 
acreage  that  may  be  committed  to  a  farm  .(See 
February  3,  1966  Federal  Register). 


February  7,  Amends    S.D.  850.172    Aradt.l  and  S.D.  850.187 

1966  Amdt.  1   to  extend  the  closing  dates  for  filing  re- 

quests for  sugarbeet  acreage  from  the  single  plant 
reserve  in  Colorado  and  Kansas  and  extends  eligi- 
bility to  farms  that  delivered  beets  to  National 
Sugar  Manufacturing  Company  and  Buckeye  Sugars, 
Inc.  commencing  in  1962.  (See  February  11,  1966 
Federal  Register). 


February  10,  Announced  that  the  first  quarter  limitation  on  total 

1966  sugar  imports  of  700,000  tons  had  been  raised  by 

50  ,  000  tons  to  a  total  of  750,.000  short  tons  of  sugar , 
raw  value.  The  additional  50,000  tons  will  be  au- 
thorized for  importation  only  at  North  Hatteras 
ports.  (See  February  16,  1966  Federal  Register). 


February  11,  Announced   that  a  public   hearing    regarding  allot  - 

1966  ment  to  processors  of  the  1966  sugar  quota  for  the 

Domestic  Beet  Sugar  Area  will  be  held  March  1  at 
10  a.m.  (EST)  in  Room  5219,  South  Building,  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture ,  Washington,  D.C. 
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Date  announced  Nature  of  action 


February  11,  Purpose  of  the  hearing  is  to  receive  evidence  that 

1966    (cont'd)  will  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  estab- 

lish allotments  which  would  make  fair,  efficient  and 
equitable  distribution  of  the  Domestic  Beet  Sugar 
Area  quota  for  the  calendar  year  1966. 

Preliminary  allotments  of  a  portion  of  the  1966 
quota  are  currently  in  effect  pending  establishment 
of  allotments  for  the  full  calendar  year  1966.  (See 
February  17,  1966  Federal  Register). 


February  14,  Announced  a  further  increase  of  50,000  tons  in  the 

1966  quantity  of  raw  sugar  whichmay  be  imported  in  the 

first  quarter  1966.  This  action  follows  theincreas-e 
of  50  ,  000  tons  announced  on  February  10  .  The  total 
quantity  which  may  be  imported  in  the  first  quarter 
is  now  800,  000  tons  .  (See  February  18,  1966 

Federal  Register). 


February  23,  Announced  that  all  restrictions  on  the  importation 

1966  of  raw  sugar  during  the  first  quarter  of  this  year 

have  been  removed.  The  1 -million  ton  limitation  on 
imports  during  the  second  quarter  continues  in 
effect . 

Raw  sugar  imports  during  the  first  quarter  had  ini- 
tially been  limited   to  700,000  tons.  An  .additional 
100,000    tons  was    authorized  by  2  recent  actions. 
(Press  Releases  USDA  437-66  and  USDA  468-66).

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  January  1966  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S .  consumption 
677,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  about  186,000  tons 
from  December  196  5  and  down  68  ,  000  tons  from  January  196  5  .  January- 
December  1965  deliveries  10,021,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up 
350,000  tons  from  January-December  1964.  Final  data  for  December 
1965  deliveries  863 ,  000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published  as 
870 , 000  tons  . 

2.  Primary  distributors  1  stocks  January  29  ,  1966  were  2,744,500  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  149,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and  up 
97,000  tons  from  December  31,  1965.  During  January  refiners'  stocks 
decreased  77,000  tons,  and  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar 
stocks  by  13,000  tons,  while  beet  processors'  stocks  increased  148,000 
tons  and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  by  39  ,  000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  January  31,  1966  were  2,192,666 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  7,607,334  tons  to  be  sup- 
plied within  the  9,800,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally ,  January-December  deliveries,  1965  as  compared  to 
1964,  were  up  to  3  of  the  5  regions:  Increases  --  North  Central  8.8 
percent ,  South  3. 9  percent,  West  2.3  percent .  Decreases  --  New  England 
down  3.9  percent,  Middle  Atlantic  down  1.6  percent. 

5.  Corn  sirup  distribution  December  1965  -  the  equivalent  of  93,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  down  14,000  tons  from  November  1965  but  up 
4,000  tons  from  December  1964.  Distribution  of  dextrose  December 
1965--the  equivalent  of  41 ,  000  short  tons  ,  raw  value,  the  same  as  -  for 
November  1965  but  up  4,000  tons  from  December  1964.
